CHEFOO, July 2.—Unrest is spread- 
ing and the missionaries are making 
their way to the coast from all the north- 
ern provinces. 

A steamer sent out by the American 
and other consuls at Chefoo arrived here 
Saturday with 73 missionaries, com- 
prising 33 Americans, 29 English, 10 Can- 
adians and ‘one Chinese. 

The names of the Americans follow: 
Dr. Crawford and wife, Rev. Mr. Bos- 
tock, wife and family; Rev. Mr. Dawres, 
wife and infant; Rev. Mr. Partrich, wife 
and two children; Miss Burnham, M. D.; 
Rev. Mr. Blalock and wife, Rev. Mr. 
Hudson, wife and infant; Rev. Mr. Fitch, 
wife and children; Dr. Faries and three 
children; Miss Edna Parks, M. D.; Mar- 
garet Chalfant. 

All these are from Shang Tung and 
Honan. 

Others are coming to the coast, for 
whom another steamer has been sent. 

The American consul at Chefoo and 
the commander of the American gunboat 
Nashville urge all American citizens to 
seize the present opportunity to leave 
Chefoo on merchant steamers. 

The Japanese have offered transports 
to convey Americans to Japan. 

At Wei Hsein the American Presby- 
terian and another mission premises were 
entirely destroyed on June 20, but the 
missionaries escaped. 

British refugees arriving at Chefoo are, 
being conveyed to Wei Wei by the Brit- 
ish first-class cruiser Terrible. 3 

There is trouble at Moukden. The 
Manchuria railway has been damaged and 
the buildings burned, and the Russians 
are sending troops. 


CHEE FOO, July 2.—All the 
thoughts and energies of the naval and 
military commanders at Taku are now 
concentrated on the relief of ‘the foreign- 
ers in Pekin, who have been shut off from 
the outside world since June 9. 

The allied forces now at Taku and 
Tien Tsin are’ awaiting reinforcements 
before moving on Pekin, as it is esti- 
mated that 50,000 troops are required. 

The Tsung Li Yamen on June 19 or- 
dered the ministers’ to leave Pekin next 
day. They refused to go and threw the 
responsibility for their the 
Teung Li Yamen,. 

It believed that the powers will 
threaten to destroy the imperial tombs if 
injury befalls the legations. 

The foreign force in Pekin for the pro- 
tection of the legations numbers 428 
men, of whom 56 are Americans from the 
Oregon and Newark with a Colts gun un- 
der Capt. Meyers. ‘Other officers are 
Capt. Hill and Dr. T. M. Lippitt.

With him were 
Mayor McGuire of Syracuse, N. Y.. and 
Kugene Hughes, also of New York. 

Among the politicians in Lincoln it is 
not believed that Mr. Bryan's summons to 
the former senator to come ta Lineoln had 
any relation to the vice-presidency, eo far 
as it concerns Mr. Hill personally. It is be- 
lieved on the contrary that thie only subject 
discussed except incidental) reference to 
other matters was the Dematratic platform 
und that their final conclusion on that 
decument was about as outlined briefly In 
the Associated Press repofts from this city 
last night, making imperialism, militarism 
and trusts the three leading issues but 
without relagating free stiver. While Sena. 
tor Hill evaded the newspaper men in Lin. 
coln, he was not 80 particular with the 
politiclans. On the train from Nebraska 
City to Lincoln last night his companion 
was 8S. S. Alley, an old time Nebraska Dem- 
ocrat, to whom he spoke with some free- 
dom, both on the platform and Vice-presi- 
dency. 

On the later subjecc he ig quoted as say- 
ing that he did not regard it as wholly es- 
sential that the nominee should come from 
the East.

He has answered every request with an 
explanation of the situation, the impossi- 
bility of satisfying everybody and a prom- 
ise to do what he can. He sends out hun- 
dreds of letters of this kind daily and 
answers as many more requests by word of 
mouth, Yesterday morning, when a dele- 
gation called upon him, he surprised them 
by making a little speech, in which he 
presented a view of the case that was 
entirely new to them and not at all wel- 
come. This is what he said: 

“Gentlemen, I would be pleased if every 
Democrat in Missouri and the whole Uni- 
ted States could be admitted to the con- 
vention. But you know as well as I di 
that such:-a happy solution of this prob- 
lem is impossible. Now let me suggest a 
new idea to you. I look upon Missouri and 
Kansas City as the hosts of the Democ- 
racy of the republic this week. Don’t you 
think as hosts it would be more becoming 
in us to step aside and give these favors 
up to the visitors from other states who 
are our guests? I had hoped that Missouri 
would display some such spirit as that and 
I confess that the unseemly scramble for 
tickets on the part of Missourians is a 
little mortifying to me.” The members of 
the delegation admitted that the governor 
Was taking a very high and commendable 
position, but they were not ready to line 
up with him. Stone knows that the onus 
of the blame for not providing tickets for 
every Democrat in Missouri who wishes to 
attend the conventi8fn will be placed upon 
him. 

He knows that the Phelps crowd are us-
